The Chief Executive proposed 
changes to allow federal offi­ 
cials to prevent air pollution 
before it occurs and set sta n ­ 
dards to curb w ater pollution at 
its source. 
Johnson also proposed a wide 
range of measures to beautify 
cities and rural areas, elim i­ 
nate the automobile 
junkyard 
eyesores 
and 
establish 
m ore 
federal recreation areas. 
“ The 
storm 
of 
m o d e r n 
change is threatening to blight 
and diminish in a few decades 
what has been cherished and 
protected for generations,” the 
President said in a conservation 
m essage to Congress. 
Outlines M easures 
Outlining a series of m e as­ 
ures to encourage preservation 
of natural attractions, he said: 
“ This 
m eans 
that 
beauty 
m ust not be just a holiday treat 
but a p art of our daily life.” 
He announced plans to call a 
White House conference on n at­ 
ural beauty in mid-May to pro­ 
duce new ideas for enhancing 
A m erica’s 
beauty.

Gov. Orders Probe 
Of Milk ‘Kickbacks’ 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - Gov. 
William W. Scranton today ord­ 
ered a complete investigation 
of charges of “ kickbacks” and 
rebates to milk dealers in the 
Pennsylvania milk industry. 


At the same time, the gover­ 
nor suggested that the .^ate leg­ 
islature made a separate inves­ 
tigation, noting that the courts 
have 
defined 
the 
state 
Milk 
Control Commission as an agent 
of the General Assembly. 


Scranton directed state Atty. 
Gen. Walter E. Alessandroni to 
make the state inquiry, with 
the 
cooperation 
of 
the 
state 
Revenue and Agriculture De­ 
partments, the commission, and 
the citizens’ committee named 
by the governor law year to 
.study milk control practices in 
the state. 


During the weekend, two state 
legislators 
said 
a 
resolution 
would be introduced in the Gen­ 
eral 
Assembly 
today 
in 
the 
wake of the U S. Internal Rev­ 
enue Service’s disclosure of a 
“ widespread 
syjdem 
of 
kick­ 


backs” in the milk industry. 
Reps. Henry P. Otto. R-.Allc- 
would 
introduce 
the 
measure 
because 
of 
the 
commission’s 
failure to detect the practice of 
millions of dollars in kickbacks 
being made to milk dealers by 
farmer cooperatives. 


Scranton also asked the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service for its co­ 
operation in the inquiry, noting 
that the charges of kickbacks 
originated from the IRS. 


“ These serious charges will 
be promptly and completely in­ 
vestigated,” Scranton said. “ If 
the investigation discloses evi 
dence of milk control law viola­ 
tion or of tax fraud...guilty par- 
gheny, and Charles J. 
Mills, 
D-Westmoreland, 
s a i d 
they 
ties will be pro.secuted to the 
full extent of the law. This is 
imperative not only for the good 
of the entire Commonwealth but 
also in fairness to those law­ 
abiding milk dealers and pro­ 
ducers who have not violated 
the laws of Pennsylvania.” 
In a memorandum to Ales­ 
sandroni, Scranton said the in­ 
vestigation should be directed 
not only at violations of milk 
control laws, but at pos.sible 
evasion 
of 
state 
corporate 
taxes.
